BALFOUR CLOSELY GUARDED.

Crowds Waited (or the Prime Mov-

er's Arrival In London.
LONDON, May . Extra precautions

were taken upon the arrival at
Southampton last night of Jabez Spen-

cer Balfour, the of Parlia- -
(

ment, whose extradition from the Ar-

gentine Republic was obtained after
great delay, on th charge of fraud In
connection with the collapse of the
Liberator Building Society and other
concerns connected with It

The steamer was met off Calshot Cas-

tle by a police tug upon which Balfour
was taken ashore, surrounded by a
crowd of detectives and policemen In
uniform. Great precautions were taken
In order to prevent the public from dis-

covering where the prisoner was to be
landed, as It was feared that an attempt
might be made on his life. Balfour was
smuggled Into a first-cla- railroad car-

riage, the shades of which were drawn.
At Waterloo Railroad Station here an

enormous crowd of people was waiting
In expectation of seeing the prisoner,
but Balfour and his escort were landed
at Vauxhall Railroad Station, and were
driven to Bow Street Police Court.

In spite of the precautions of the po-

lice, the news ot the arrival at Vauxhl.l
of the notorious prime mover quickly
spread, and when he was driven from
the railroad station to Bow street the
carriage In which he was placed wan
followed by a big crowd of people, who
shouted. "Here's Jabez," &c.

At Bow street the prisoner was for-
mally charged, the papers In the case
were examined and he war remanded
until May 9 In order to enable the prose-
cution to complete their case against
hlra.
